Additions To 
School Plant 
Are Proposed 

TRUSTEES PRESENT PROGRAM 

Doubling of Our School Attendance 
Makes Bond Issue Necessary 
To Provide Rooms 

Provision of school houstng facili¬ 
ties for the next four or live years 
at a cost of $15,000 to $20,000 is con¬ 
templated in a program worked out 
by the board of school trustees. They 
have investigated a variety of alter¬ 
natives and present the proposed plan 
as the best solution of the present 
problem. 

The three trustees, Mrs. H. C. Par¬ 
ker, Mrs. J. N. Hawks and Mr. Geo. 
S. Anderson,, are united on the pro¬ 
gram and ask the voters to give it a 
fair and careful consideration. 

Two-Story Addition 

To provide four additional school 
rooms, it is proposed to erect a two- 
story addition at the south end of 
each of the two wings of the present 
biulding. Architect Clinton Nourse 
has worked out designs in harmony 
with the present attractive building. 

The present building sets so high 
above the ground level on the south 
front that the upper story of the ad¬ 
dition would be level with the present 
building, with openings on the pres¬ 
ent patio. The lower floors would 
not be basement rooms but would be 
actual ground floor level rooms. Thus 
every 7 room in the school plant would 
still have the advantage of ground 
level exits. Viewed from Highland 
Avenue, the school with the new ad¬ 
dition would present the appearrance 
of a two-story building.

Examination of candidates for the 
position of postmaster in Sierra Ma- 
dre will be held on Saturday, March 
11 , according to notice received from 
the post office department this week. 
The examination will be held by the 
U. S. Civil Service commission, al¬ 
though it is expressly stated this is 
not a civil service position. 

Application blanks may be had at 
the post office. To be eligible for the 
examination one must have resided 
; within the territory served by the 
office for at least two years prior to 
the date of the vacancy, which was 
January 18. Candidates must have 
reached their twenty-first birthday at 
the date of examination and must not 
have passed their sixty-fifth birthday 
at the date the vacancy occured. They 
must be in good physical condition. 

Weights of subjects in the examin¬ 
ation are as follows: Business train¬ 
ing and experience 50; Arithmetic 
and accounts 30; Penmanship 10; let¬ 
ter writing 10. 

CHO-CHO ENTERTAINS 

WITH HEALTH HINTS 


The Need 

Increase in school enrollment dur¬ 
ing the past two years has made ad- 
ditional school rooms a necessity. The j 
local school cannot afford to continue 
with overcrowded rooms and part 
time sessions. The following figures 
tell the story: Enrollment, 1920, 

215; average daily attendance, 185. 
Enrollment 1922, 437; average daily- 
attendance, 400. 

Fifteen teachers now constitute the 
school facuty including four special 
teachers. The monthly salary list, in¬ 
cluding janitor, amounts to $2,400. 
This year’s budget will total nearly 
$40,000. The value of the school 
property as appraised in June, 1920, 
was $50,450. 

Bonding Capacity 

The maximum bonding capacity of 
the district under the law of Califor¬ 
nia, is $123,312, being 5 per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the district 
which is $2,466,245. 

There are at present outstanding 
$15,000 bonds of the district, which 
leaves $108,312 as the largest amount 
that could be voted by the district, j 
This leaves a large margin over the 
amount which it is proposed to ask. 

Cost of Addition 

It is estimated by Architect Nourse 
that the proposed additions could be 
erected for about $15,000. There are 
some additional expenditures which 
the trustees feel should be made at 
this time. They have not decided 
definitely whether or not to include 
one or two items but it may be said 
the amount asked for will *be some¬ 
where from $15,000 to $20,000. 

Alternatives Proposed 
Two alternatives have been sug¬ 
gested and carefully considered by- 
trustees before being laid aside. One 
contemplates the erection of a com¬ 
plete modern fire proof building and 
junking the present frome buildings. 
This was given up as impossible to 
finance. The cost of such a new 
building would be greater than the 
bonding capacity of the district, even 
if the voters would sanction it. 

The other plan proposes the erec¬ 
tion of another school building in a 
different part of town, probably the 
northeast section. This was deemed 
inadvisable because of the additional 
cost of acquiring a site. That plan

towns of Monrovia, Arcadia, Azusa, ,, 
Sierra Madre, Covina and Baldwin , 
Park, received checks today for their ( 
first quarterly dividends for 1922 on 
the stock which they own. The total 
amount paid out by the Edison Com- 
pany in dividends for tlv quarter ac¬ 
counts to $621,000, was the state¬ 
ment made by district manager, Fred 
Schwartz. 

The company has 20,789 coiv-umer 
stockholders in its twenty eight di.— , 
tricts, in addition to approximately 
1,100 employee stockholdc . bringing 
the total stockholder. re.-nang in Hie 
territory served by the con:pany to 
24,889. Only approximately 2,000 
shoreholders in the company reside 
outside of the territory which it 
serves, which increases the total num¬ 
ber of dividend checks me led to 26,- 
889. 

In making this statement, district 
manager Schwartz quoted statistics 
of the stock selling activity of the 
company during the past year, from a 
communication received from vice- 
president A. N. Kemp, in charge oi 
finances. This indicates that ot all 
the public service corporations in the 
country, the Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company is taking the lead in 
associating its consumers as partners 
in the organization which supplies 
them with their electric require¬ 
ments.

Donald K. Smith, a member of the 
Forest Service, died at Buckhorn 
Gamp on the further side of the range 
while with the expedition in search 
of Ranger Roger Bodine. It was at 
fit i reported that he had died of 
pneumonia. Later it was reported 
that he had fallen 200 feet while trav¬ 
elling Pleasant View Ridge. Reports 
of the oceurance are still very frag¬ 
mentary and it is impossible to say 
to what extent the two causes were 
responsible for the loss of his life. 

Smith went on the search for Bo¬ 
dine in company with Ranger F.

I T IS to Wy¬ 
oming that 
falls the hon¬ 
or of being 
the first state 
to grant equal \ 
p o 111 1 c a 1 i 
rights to i 
women. In fact when congress, \ 
In 1868, created the Territory of i 
Wyi ruing from parts of Dakota, ' 
Utah and Idaho, a constitution . 
was adopted which gave womeu 
the right to vote. 

There were rumors of early 
Spanish explorations In Wyoming 
but they seem unfounded by 
fact. Probably the first white 
men to visit this part of the 
country were Sleur de la Veren- 
deze, and his sons who passed 
through this region in 1743 in 
search of locutions for trading 
posts. In 1804 the Yellowstone 
was first visited by hunters, al¬ 
though the fame of Its scenic 
beauty was not given much cre¬ 
dence until 1870 and It was set 
aside as a federal reserve In 
1872. 

The first permanent fort in 
Wyoming was erected in 1834 
where the Laramie river flows 
into the I'latte. Later when the 
strenin of immigrants passed 
through tills region on their way 
to the California gold fields a 
string of forts were erected 
along the Oregon Trail to pro¬ 
tect the travelers from uttacks 
by the hostile Sioux Indians. 

Through Wyoming went not 
only the Oregon Trail, which 
was opened up by Lieutenant 
Fremont and his guide, Kit Car- 
son, in 1842, but also the Salt 
Lake Trail. Along these routes 
many travelers crossed Wyo¬ 
ming, but few stopped and set¬ 
tled there as the country was 
the most arid of all our states. 
The discovery of gold in 1867 
led to the founding of South 
Pass City and In the same year 
Cheyenne was laid out by the 
Union Pueifle Railroad company. 

Wyoming became the forty- 
fourth state of the Union in 1890 
and Is eighth In size with an 
aren of 97,914 square miles.

There is no privacy except by use 
of a lanpuage code. Merely a matter of adjusting the re¬ 
ceiving apparatus to the proper wave length to pick up the 
conversation. 

Avalon, on Catalina Island, affords the greatest oppor¬ 
tunity for “listening in” on entertaining conversations. The 
wire service terminates at Long Beach, whence messages 
are jumped across the channel by radio. Many of the users 
of the long distance service to Avalon do not know their 
message goes part way by radio without guarantee of priv¬ 
acy. Hence the great number of “mushy” conversations 
and family scraps that are overheard. 

And now they are actually putting out pocket portable 
receiving outfits! Henceforth the “listening post” will be 
forgotten in the popularity of the listening pocket. 


SCHOOL HOUSING PROBLEMS 


Time when was Sierra Madre had the most beautiful 
and distinctive school building of any rural community in 
the county. And it was so commodious there was a spare 
room in it—just like we expected company. * We were 
mighty proud of it. The spare room was soon permanently 
occupied, then additions were built. Departmental build¬ 
ings for kindergarten and domestic science relieved the 
pressure a little.

The school trustees have been working on plans, con¬ 
sidering many possible methods of working out the pro¬ 
gram. They deserve the most careful and sympathetic at¬ 
tention as they present their proposed program.
